P ICTURED ON THIS PAGE is an American-made medium tank 
undergoing various tests which it must pass before being ac¬ 
cepted by the army. The tank is comparable to the Canadian 
“Ram" tank which Maj.-Gen. Worthington has designed since the 
outbreak of war. The now famous "Rom" bears an insignia con 
taining the picture of a Rocky Mountain ram, a stalwart and stout 
hearted animal after which the tank was named. The design of the 
"Ram" is a composite of the best in British and U.S. medium 
tanks, and was begun by Gen. Worthington in the summer of 1940. 
The whole affair was kept secret until production was under way.

The street is named after 
Pushkin and his name is also 
recorded in the capital let¬ 
ters in Russian script at the 
bottom of the upper plaque 
on the wall. BELOW, a 
jolly group of the Soviet's 
Jack Tars dressed in naval 
garb traditional in capital¬ 
istic countries is having a 
friendly tug of war during 
manoeuvres in the Black sea. 
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REPORTS FROM the Russion front indicate that tank warfare is 
increasing in scope and intensity, and battles between great tank 
forces will likely be seen shortly. Here is the leader in a col¬ 


umn of Soviet tanks advancing to an attack. References have been 
made in news dispatches to Red army "super" tanks which hove 
driven head-on into German anti-tank fire with only slight damage. 



IDENTIFIED ONLY as "M," a Soviet village on the Moscow front goes up 
in flames as vengeful Nazis, forced to retreat, set fire to wooden homes 
and butcher the inhabitants. Similar destruction marks all Nazi retreats. 



SINCE THE BEGINNING of their counter-drive, Russian forces have occupied 
many hundreds of inhabited points. Here is a group of Red army tanks in the 
process of reoccupying a Russian village identified in dispatches as "T."
